1 . Receipt is acknowledged of IDS filed on 3/3 1/2004 and 7/1 1/2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-60 and 136 drawn to system and method of creating a self-contained 
identification card/badge at an entrance, recite a system and method comprising of 
a camera for taking a picture of an individual requesting access to a facility, a 
printer for printing the identification card/badge and user interface for input other 
information required to be printed on the ID card, classified in class 235, subclass 
380 and class 40, subclass 1.5. 

II. Claims 61-66, drawn to a computer readable media having a program to launch a 
context of a parent computer program, wherein the medium comprising means of 
prompting for soliciting data entry from a user through the parent computer 
program, classified in class 700, subclass 1 and class 706, subclass 13. 

III. Claims 67-135 drawn to system and method of creating a display card, 
comprising of an option presenting module, an option receiving module, a display 
card creating module to create a display card based on the user information, 
classified in class 235, subclass 485; and class 40, subclass 124.01. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions of group 1, group 2 and group 3 are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
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combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations 
(MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because web server. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as a parent computer program. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for I is not required for group H, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. A telephone call was made to Mr. Joel D. Voelzke on Friday October 1"^, 2005 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 
Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an election of 
the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 . 143).
